Indianapolis, 
Indiana. — Charley 
Heruly, the booming man in all of 
Indiana, and for many States around

to Boom” from reading it so often in 
bis own paper. 
Ilemly was in capi­ 
tal humor—seldom find him any other 
way—and naturally, readily agreed 
to talk a little boom and set off some 
▼ery beautiful English on his pet 
hobby—his one purpose in life. Right 
at the “birth” of the interview, Hera- 
ijr remarked that Rushville was one 
of the best cities in the State, and 
that it was only a matter of time un­ 
til it had to grow. 
“It must grow— 
it will grow,” he declared in emphatic 
manner, and really one expected to 
look around and see it growing after 
the fashion of the Hindoo fakir, who 
commands the rose bush to come 
forth. 
There is no denying the fact that 
Hernly has all the requisites and hu­ 
man art necessary in the composition 
of a boomer. 
He radiates with en­ 
thusiasm. 
And when 
he sends a 
point home and takes on that Boston 
terrier position with his 
neck and 
head, you wouldn’t ever dream of 
denying it or taking issue with him. 
One look at him and that settles it. 
The best part of it all—and the key­ 
note of all his success—is that the 
particular brand of enthusiasm he 
uncorks is infectious and contagious. 
A sphinx would 
absorb a 
certain 
amount of it. It is all that is needed 
in many communities to have a suc­ 
cessful 
commercial 
awakening. 
Hernly says that he does not in­ 
tend to confine his efforts to any one, 
two or three cities, just because he 
is meeting with success in them, but 
he promises—and even threatens to 
make the thing State-wide. 
And if 
any man in Indiana can do it, Hernly 
is that one man. 
Talk—why, he has the man who 
invented the human palate backed 
out ef the school of oratory when it 
comes to spelling. 
And 
he 
says 
things that you carry away with you 
under the dome of 
your 
Stetson. 
Then there are a lot of things that 
<•<mie to you hours after you have 
left him—they are just beginning to 
»oak and sink in on you. 
Hernly 
never uses any 
periods, or 
even 
commas, when he is 
talking. 
He 
just goes right ahead in 
the one 
breath he opens with—like a step­ 
mother 
scolding 
a 
child. 
You 
wouldn't think of interrupting him— 
not for the world. 
‘*Yes sir,” he said, “Rushville is a 
dandy little place—and it ought to 
boom along nicely. 
You have every 
natural advantage there—four rail­ 
roads and a very rich 
agriculture 
country all about you. 
It wouldn’t 
he much of a job to go there and put 
oil a lot sale. As I understand it you 
have very few vacant lots suitable 
for building'—and even if that was 
uot a fact—you would 
have 
no 
trouble selling lots. 
It must be a 
popular lot 
sale. 
I wouldn’t 
give 
three hurrahs in hell for a sale of 
lots where a lot of wealthy 
men 
bought big blocks. 
But it would 
take but & few weeks to sell several 
huudred lots in Rushville. One week 
of educating the people through the 
newspapers and then your finishing 
touches and you have that part of 
the program completed. 
The farm­ 
ers could be induced to buy lots— 


they do everywhere I go. 
We sold 
them several hundred in Brazil. But 
selling lots is the easiest of it all. 
The main thing is locating factories. 
Oh, its easy' to locate just factories 
—but I mean the right sort. 
If you 
get bad ones your town is worse off 
than before you started. 
You must 
be careful to give the people a good 
run for their money. 
For instance, 
I have one factory now that I could 
locate there for $100,000 that would 
work from one to two thousand men. 
Now yon see a proposition like that 
would be of great benefit to the town. 
It would only be a starter. 
Before 
long everybody would be a booster. 
When the town starts to go along 
nicely everybody 
gets 
aboard the 
band wagon—and then 
you 
have 
easy sailing. But get good factories. 
There must be a reason for their re­ 
moving to your city. Be sure that it 
is a reasonable reason. 
You don’t 
want to get factories out of a place 
hke Indianapolis, or any of these 
cities in 
this part of the 
country. 
Go down to the New England States 
and get them. 
There it is crowded. 
The west is fast looming up and we 
people here right in the very center 
of population have many advantages 
to offer them. I keep two men in the 
East all the time looking up factories 
who want to move—and ought to 
move. 
The last 
named 
goes the 
strongest with me 
Some day I am 
going to slip into Danbury, Conn., 
and get two or three hat factories— 
big concerns—to come to Indiana, 
God’s country. 
And 
when 
every­ 
thing is properly explained to them 
they will b- glad to come. 
“But this booming 
business 
re­ 
quires no end of hard work. 
You 
have to go through the school of 
hard knocks—hard 
knocks, 
that’s 
what counts. 
Take 
New 
Castle. 
There was a town that didn’t have a 
thing in the world to offer anyone to 
come and locate. But I told Charley 
Henry and George McCullough that 
I was going to boom a town—and I 
believe I have. 
But I’m not through 
yet. 
This fall we are going to have 
the biggest boom in New Castle ever 
witnessed in any city in the 
West. 
We are going to raise four hundred 
thousand dollars and do it in less 
than ten days. Then watch us grow. 
It won’t be any trouble to sell lots 
there for the people have had a taste 
of the thing and know how it goes. 
All who bought lots 
before 
made 
money on them. 
That's the kind of 
a lot sale to have. 
And here’s an­ 
other good thing we do in New Cas­ 
tle. 
We are not anxious to have a 
lot of fine store rooms and 
office 
buildings erected. They will eon^e in 
time. 
We don’t want any new mer­ 
chants to start up there. We boycott 
them if they do. The home merchants 
helped boom the town, now let them 
reap the reward. 
And now that we 
are ready to start on another similar 
undertaking, they will be the first 
ones on the spot with their money. 
They have made money-—and they 
will make more. 
Two or 
three of 
them have come to me several times 
saying, ‘Hernly. let’s have another 
boom. I will buy ten lots.’ You see 
that's the kind of spirit that counts. 
“New Castle was the smallest and 
meanest little county 
seat in the 
Sixth district a few years ago. 
In 
four or five years it will be not only 
larger than any in that district but 
larger than Marion, Muncie, Ander­ 
son or Kokomo. Kokomo is a dandy 
city and it wall grow. I will try and 
get down to Rushville as soon as I 
can, but my great lord, they are call­ 
ing for me all over the State and I 
am tired to death. 
I put on a fine 
boom at Brazil. 
They have 
great 
prospects there. They have coal and 
clay to bum and it will some day— 
not in the far distant—be the great­ 
est clay product city in the United 
States. 
Keep grinding away down 
there in Rushville—and when a few 
of the boys get out of sorts and 
want to kick over the traces—just 
use the steam roller on them and 


they will all come out alright in the 
wash. You have a fine lot of people 
in Rushville, yes sir, a fine lot of 
people. 
And all of the old Hoosiers 
just want to keep plugging away and 
we will get the cream of all the good 
things 
in the 
East—especially up 
New England way—and have them 
right here where they belong.”

Greek Candy Store Proprietor Sends 


Fifty Dollars to Buy Firearms 


and Ammunition. 


Bread eaters may rejoice as the 
price of flour is expected to start on 
the downward scale. 
The 
retail 
price is now $3.70 a hundred 
and 
with another big drop, wheat will 
probably come down to the 
place 
where bread eating 
will again 
go 
from an enjoyment of a luxury to 
the old-fashioned commodity. 
When wheat began to soar a few 
months ago the flour men and bakers 
held on to the old price hoping that 
the rise in price would be only tem­ 
porary. But it kept on going up and 
they found it meant higher flour and 
smaller loqyes of bread or a loss of 
money. The loaf was adjusted to the 
conditions and 
for a 
time bakers 
reaped a harvest 
Making smaller 
loaves and selling them at the old 
price put it to the people to eat a 
greater number of loaves and there­ 
fore more bread was sold which net­ 
ted a good profit. 
Then the people 
tumbled. They, too, began to cut on 
the amount of bread consumed. Less 
bread was eaten 
and the 
bakers 
found that the rush varied inversely 
with the rise of price. 
But all this is now getting back to 
the old channel when the consumers 
ean purchase a loaf of bread without 
“cussing” the baker, the miller, the 
farmer. Patten and the whole works. 


THE WEATHER. 
Fair tonight and Saturday. 


When Greek meets Greek—that is 
the American Greek and the home­ 
made 
and 
home-grown 
variety— 
there is going to be a tug of war 
with the Turks that promises to be 
one of the nicest little wars these two 
countries ever had. 
A war between 
the two nations is now imminent and 
in all probability a clash will result 
within the next few weeks. In event 
Greece needs soldiers—and she prob­ 
ably will—there are three 
patriotic 
sons living in Rushville who declare 
they stand ready to go back and put 
on the armor. 
It would mean that 
they would have to sacrifice much, 
but they are willing to make the sac­ 
rifice and give up everything for the 
country they love and the land of 
their birth. 
Pete Adams, one of the proprietors 
of the Greek candy store, is bubbling 
over with enthusiasm 
at the pros­ 
pects of a war and says that Greece 
will give Turkey the worst drubbing 
she ever received. And his argument 
for this is well founded. 
Since Tur­ 
key first sent up a war cloud some 
weeks ago Greece begaif to prepare 
to do battle. 
Already over 
fifty 
thousand dollars has been raised by 
the Greeks in America and this fund 
will be used to buy ammunition and 
firearms. 
A. Kutche, one of the lo­ 
cal proprietors, subscribed fifty dol­ 
lars to the fund. 
When the war of 
1897 broke out Ivutche was one of 
the first American Greeks to sell out 
his business and go back to his na­ 
tive land. 
lie sacrificed his business 
for half what it was worth and serv­ 
ed in the Greek army for four months 
and until the war was over. 
Adams says there are over two 
hundred and fifty thousand Greeks in 
America and if they are needed for 
the soldiery at least one 
hundred 
thousand will leave this country and 
enlist 
with 
King 
George’s 
men. 
Kutche received a 
letter 
recently 
from a friend in Greece, who fought 
by his side in several engagements, 
and he says that they are preparing 
under cover of darkness, for the 
i conflict. Munitions of war are being 
sent to the front and Minute Men are 
being trained. All of this is done at 
night. In the daytime all is quiet and 
no signs of the secret movement is to 
be seen anywhere. 
Enough firearms 
will be taken to the line to rush them 
over hurriediy to the thousands of 
Greeks living in Turkey. 
The trouble brewing 
between the 
two countries comes from- the 
fact 
that the island of Crete wants to 
come under Grecian 
rule. 
It 
has 
been under the dominion of four big 
powers, England, Russia, Italy and 
France for ten years, but on numer­ 
ous occasions the/Cretans have sig­ 
nified their willingness to unite with 
Greece. 
The powers have always 
refused the request saying the island 
was not ready 
for such a 
move. 
Turkey has always protested against 
it. 
There are thirty-five thousand 
Turks or Mosslemen living in Crete, 
and the Turkish government 
fear 
they will all be massacred. At least, 
that is the 
objection 
they 
make 
known. In truth, they are jealous of 
the Greeks, for Crete was once a 
part of Turkey. 
The Powers have 
withdrawn from Crete now and the 
Cretans will hold elections on Aug­ 
ust 9 to elect representatives to the 
parliament, at Athens. They have al­ 
ready adopted the 
constitution 
of 


Greece and have issued stamps, etc. 
of the Grecian government. 
Turkey 
has issued a proclamation 
saying 
they will send six hundred thousand 
men to do war with 
Greece if 
the 
elections are held in Crete. 
King 
George has totally ignored the threat 
and in the meantime is getting ready 
for business. 
It looks as if Turkey will have a 
big deal on hand, with the Greeks liv­ 
ing within that country, up in arms, 
the Greeks of all nations 
rushing 
back home, the Greek standing army 
and navy (Turkey has no navy) and 
the Cretans all allied against her. 
If it comes to a show-down and 
Greece stands in need of 
troops, 
there are three hot-blooded patriots 
in Rushville, Pete, Chris and Mike, 
who will sail on the first steamer af­ 
ter the call is made.

of the Jews, but publicly in the mar­ 
ket ev ery day and at all times to such 
dev out people as were willing to listen 
to him. Some of the lovers of wisdom 
took him to Mars hill, and there he 
discoursed to them, as recorded in the 
lesson today —not reasoning out of the 
Scriptures, as with the Jews, who 
knew the S<*!ptiires, but preaching 
Jesus to them as the Creator and as 
the Judge of all mankind, commanding 
all men ev ery where to repent and turn 
to Him that they might be saved.

tened. It is His desire that all sho uld j ening the great conserv ativ e empire 
seek Him and find Him, but while 
many are ignorantly feeling after Him 
ho w can they ev er find Him if no o ne 
ev er tells them o f Him? Do es It no t 
seem clear as the light that the o ne 
thing a believ er Is o n earth fo r is to 
declare to all the righteo usness of Go d 
in Christ; that all who will may ob­ 
tain this righteo usness and be Justified 
freely by His grace thro ugh the re­ 
demptio n that is in Christ Jesus? This 
Jesus, So n o f Go d, who m He raised 
fro m the dead, He has o rdained to be 
Judge o f all the wo rld, and therefo re 
He co mmands all men to repent that 
He may no t hav e to say to them, “ De­ 
part fro m me, y e cursed, into ev erlast­ 
ing fire prepared fo r the dev il and his 
angels” (Matt, x x v , 4 1). He will hav e 
no pleasure in say ing this to any , but 
tt 1s written aaraln and aarain that 


to day as nev er before. 
But It has 
been a great task. 
China o f all the 
natio ns o f the world has been the least 
susceptible to o utside influence. 
Fo r 
centuries it ex cluded all fo reigners 
fro m Its sho res, and it was no t until 
the early part o f the last century that 
its do o rs 
were 
thro wn open 
and 
treaties made with England. Japan 
and o ther natio ns. 
But with this ad­ 
v anced step the hatred o f the people 
fo r fo reigners did no t cease and has 
been especially activ e against Chris­ 
tian missio naries, and many marty rs 
lie buried in Chinese so il. 
The Chi­ 
nese hav e no o ne religio n. Co nfucian­ 
ism, Tao ism and Buddhism hav e all 
held a place amo ng the peo ple. Chris­ 
tianity , had it been presented as o ne 
o f o ther religio ns, wo uld undo ubtedly 


nav e been accepted more readily , but 
its claim to be the only true religion 
has greatly hindered it, for to make 
progress under such a claim it was 
compelled to antagonize the ex isting 
so called religions. 
But Christ Is the 
only real Saviour, and the mission­ 
aries could take no other stand, ¿ven 
at the risk of their lives. 
And they 
not only risked them, but many gave 
them in serv ice for Christ. The early 
missionaries and indeed all who hav e 
gone to China as such hav e been he­ 
roes indeed. 
Robert Morrison was the first mis­ 
sionary hero to ’ China. 
The Ix >ndon 
Missionary society , which was organ­ 
ized in 179 5, soon had its attention 
called to China through the discov ery 
in the British museum of an ancient 
Chinese manuscript. But the East In­ 
dia company was antagonistic to all 
missionary effort, and the Chinese 
themselv es objected to the coming of 
religious teachers to their land. 
It 
was only through the kindly offices of 
an American business firm, Olly phant 
& Co. of New York, that the London 
society was enabled to send its first 
missionary to China in 1806. 
The missionary was Robert Morri­ 
son. 
No English vessel would trans­ 
port him to China, and Morrison was 
compelled to go v ia the United States. 
He came to New York and thence 
went to China in an American sailing 
vessel, arriv ing at Canton on Sept. 
7, 
18 07, 102 y ears ago. 
He soon had to 
take refuge in Macao, which belonged 
to Portugal. 
Here later on other mis­ 
sionaries found a hav en of rest 
until 
China was opened to missionaries. 
In 
cities outside of China there 
were 
many Chinese, and the missio naries 
wo rked amo ng them as a preparato ry 
wo rk until they co uld enter the empire. 
Mo rriso n baptized but o ne co nv ert 
after many y ears o f labo r and in all 
his labo rs saw but sev eral co nv erts, 
but they were the first fruits o f a fu­ 
ture great ingathering. Mo rriso n’B great 
wo rk was the translatio n o f the Scrip­ 
tures into Chinese. 
William Milne was Mo rriso n’s first 
asso ciate In China. He arriv ed In Can­ 
to n in July , 18 13, and labo red at Jara 
and Malacca. 
Then he returned, to 
Canto n, but, being persecuted there, 
returned to Malacca, whOre he labo red 
until his death In 18 2 2 . 
The Lo ndo n 
so ciety in 18 2 2 sent o ut William EL 
Medhurst to re-enfo rce the missio n to 
the Chinese in Jara at Batav ia.

Stricken Tow ns. 
Ho usto n, Tex ., J uly 23 .—A to tal o f 
a sco re o f liv es was claimed by Wed­ 
nesday ’s hurricane which swept the 
Tex as gulf co ast fro m end to end and 
which fatally injured fo ur o thers and 
serio usly wo unded six teen, acco rding 
to the details o f the sto rm which hav e 
begun to arriv e here. 
Who le to wns 
were dev astated and the wreck and 
ruin to pro perty will amo unt to hun­ 
dreds o f tho usands o f do llars. 
One is dead at Eagle Lake; three at 
Bay City ; o ne at El Ampo ; fo ur at 
Palacio s; 
o ne at Wharto n; o ne at 
Pendleto n; o ne at Ramsey . 
Fo ur 
were fatally Injured at Palacio s; o ne 
serio usly injured at Eagle Lake, and 
fifteen at Bay City . 
Trains fro m twelv e to fifteen ho urs 
late hav e crept into Ho usto n, and 
freight trains are lo st thro ugho ut the 
stricken district. 
Details o f the dis­ 
aster o n the so uthwest co ast o f Tex as 
are meager, as wires were stripped 
fro m the po les and railway co mmuni­ 
catio n is Impo ssible. 
The 
territo ry 
aro und 
Bay 
City 
seems to hav e been the center o f the 
sto rm, which mo v ed so uthwest fro m 
Galv esto n. 
Fo r fo ur ho urs there a 
sev enty -mile wind swept acro ss the 
co untry , carry ing ev ery thing befo re it. 
Velasco , a small to wn near Bay City , 
is repo rted demo lished, but with no 
lo ss o f life and no ne injured. 
Ev ery 
building was unro o fed o r partly de­ 
mo lished, and the to wn to day lies in 
fo ur feet o f water. 
Peo ple are escap­ 
ing in bo ats fro m the Co lo rado riv er, 
a mile away . 
. 
Repo rts fro m the special train o n 
which General Manager W. C. Van 
Vleck o f the So uthern Pacific railro ad, 
left Ho usto n, indicate that the lo wer 
co ast co untry suffered greatly . 
The 
lo ss will to tal tho usands o f do llars, 
and in so me districts repo rts state 
that the sto rm was wo rse than the 
disaster o f 19 00, which dev astated 
Galv esto n. 
Eagle Lake seems to hav e suffered 
o n a parity with Bay City , but few 
ho uses escaping me fury o f the sto rm. 
The same situatio n is repo rted fro m 
Lissie, No watta and East Bernard, 
tho ugh there were no fatalities. 
At Bay City abo ut 5 0 per cent o f 
the business sectio n was damaged, in­ 
cluding the o pera ho use, o ne bank, the 
co urtho use, the new high scho o l build­ 
ing and the city jail. 
In the jail the 
cages were left standing and the pris­ 
o ners were ex po sed to v iew, but were 
safe. 
Six priso ners escaped fro m the 
jail at Richmo nd, when the windo ws 
had been blo wn in and while the 
guards were repairing the damage. 
At Galv esto n bay the situatio n is no t 
as bad as at first repo rted. 
No part 
o f the railro ad bridge, which span3 
the arm o f the bay between the island 
and Virginia Po int, was washed away , 
but so me fifty feet o f the structure 
was thro wn badly o ut o f alignment by 
a huge barge and o ther small craft, 
which were washed fro m their moor­ 
ing s and po unded against the piling .
